SUMMARY 



1. HCHR AYALA LASSO HAS FINALLY GOTTEN THE UN'S HUMAN 
RIGHTS ACT IN RWANDA TOGETHER, PRESENTING A PAPER WHICH 
SPELLS OUT THE INTERRELATIONSHIPS BETWEEN FIELD OFFICERS 
WORKING FOR THE SPECIAL RAPPORTEUR, INVESTIGATORS AND 
FORENSIC SPECIALISTS ASSISTING THE COMMISSION OF EXPERTS 
MONITORS BUILDING CONFIDENCE TO ASSIST THE RETURN OF 
REFUGEES, AND ASSISTANTS PROVIDING ADVISORY SERVICES IN 
THE FIELD OF ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. THE HCHR HAS 
RECEIVED USD 2.5 MILLION IN PLEDGES; HE ESTIMATES ANOTHE 
USD 8 MILLION-PLUS — IN MANPOWER, MATERIEL, AND SERVICE 
WILL BE REQUIRED- DESPITE A SLOW START, AND CONTINUE 
CONCERNS ABOUT DELAYS IN FIELDING FULLY-EQUIPPED 
PERSONNEL, TWO DOZEN MONITORS HAVE NOW BEEN RECRUITED AN 
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ARE BEING DEPLOYED (SEE PARAS 13-14 BELOW) . SPECIALISTS 
FOR THE INVESTIGATIONS ARE ALSO SOUGHT; THE PROPOSED USG 
TEAM WILL MEET WITH THE COMMISSION OF EXPERTS ON MONDAY 
WORK OUT FORMALITIES OF THEIR RELATIONSHIP. END SUMMARY ' 

2. AFTER FOUR MONTHS OF DISJOINTED, AD HOC EFFORTS TO 
ORGANIZE A HUMAN RIGHTS FIELD OPERATION IN RWANDA, AND 
EMBARASSING PUBLICITY FROM A NOISY "RESIGNATION" AND 
RESULTANT CRITICISM BY WESTERN NGO'S, HIGH COMMISSIONER 
JOSE AYALA LASSO HAS FINALLY PUBLISHED A " PRELIMINARY 
OPERATIONAL PLAN" TO DRAW ALL THE DISPARATE ELEMENTS INT 
A SINGLE, COHERENT FRAMEWORK. THE HCHR PRESENTED THE PL 
TO REPRESENTATIVES OF MEMBER STATES ON THURSDAY (FULL TE 
FAXED 9/15 TO DRL/MLA FOR DISTRIBUTION TO ALL INTERESTED 
DEPARTMENT OFFICES) . FOLLOWING IS A SUMMARY OF THAT 
SIX-PAGE PAPER. 



THE OPERATIONAL PLAN 



3. THE PLAN STARTS WITH THE LEGAL AND CONCEPTUAL 
FRAMEWORK FOR THE RWANDA OPERATION. 

IT NOTES FIRST THAT THE MAY 25 COMMISSION ON HUMAN 
RIGHTS (CHR) SPECIAL SESSION ESTABLISHED A SPECIAL

RAPPORTEUR (SUPPORTED BY A TEAM OF HUMAN RIGHTS FIELD 
OFFICERS) WHOSE MANDATE CONTAINS TWO ELEMENTS: A) TO 

REPORT TO CHR, ECOSOC, UNSC AND UNGA ON THE ROOT CAUSES UNCLASSIFIED 
AND RESPONSIBILITIES FOR THE RECENT ATROCITIES AND THE 
ONGOING HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATION IN RWANDA; AND B) TO REPO 
TO THE SECRETARY-GENERAL ON INFORMATION GATHERED AND 
COMPILED SYSTEMATICALLY CONCERNING VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN 
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RIGHTS, HUMANITARIAN LAW, WAR CRIMES AND GENOCIDE. THE 
MANDATE ALSO CALLS FOR PEACE -BUILDING TO BE SUPPORTED BY 
COMPREHENSIVE PROGRAM OF HUMAN RIGHTS ASSISTANCE. 

UNSC RESOLUTION 935 (1 JULY) CREATED A COMMISSION O 
EXPERTS ON RWANDA TO EXAMINE AND ANALYZE INFORMATION 
CONCERNING GRAVE VIOLATIONS OF INTERNATIONAL HUMANITARIA 
LAW AND GENOCIDE IN RWANDA, TASKED TO PRESENT ITS 
CONCLUSIONS TO THE SYG BEFORE NOVEMBER 30. THE 
SECRETARY-GENERAL DECIDED TO BASE THIS COMMISSION IN 
GENEVA, WHERE IT COULD DRAW ON THE RESOURCES OF THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS CENTER — IN PARTICULAR THOSE ALREADY MADE 
AVAILABLE TO THE SPECIAL RAPPORTEUR. THE HCHR WAS ASKE 
TO ENSURE COORDINATION BETWEEN THEM. 

IT SINCE BECAME APPARENT THAT A LARGER NUMBER OF HUM 
RIGHTS STAFF WOULD BE REQUIRED TO CARRY OUT THESE EFFORT 
IN RWANDA, AND THE HCHR APPEALED FOR FUNDS TO THIS END A 
THE AUGUST 2 PLEDGING CONFERENCE. THE RWANDESE 
AUTHORITIES LATER AGREED WITH THE HCHR THAT AS MANY AS 1 
FIELD OFFICERS WOULD BE DEPLOYED, TO COVER EACH COMMUNE

4. THE FIELD OPERATION SHOULD BE ABLE TO RESPOND TO FOU 
OBJECTIVES: 

O A) TO CARRY OUT INVESTIGATIONS, ESSENTIALLY FOR THE 
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COMMISSION OF EXPERTS; 

B) TO MONITOR THE ONGOING HUMAN RIGHTS SITUATION, 
ESSENTIALLY FOR THE RAPPORTEUR , AND PREVENT POSSIBLE 

FUTURE VIOLATIONS; TTTVLOT A CCTT7TU 

C) TO HELP REESTABLISH CONFIDENCE AND FACILITATE TH UNCLASSIFIED 
RETURN OF REFUGEES AND THE REBUILDING OF CIVIL 

SOCIETY; AND 

D) TO IMPLEMENT ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS IN HUMAN RIGHTS 
PARTICULARLY ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 



5. THE FOLLOWING STEPS ARE BEING TAKEN TO IMPLEMENT THE 
REQUIREMENTS. TWENTY - THREE HUMAN RIGHTS MONITORS ARE NO 
BEING SENT TO THE FIELD. A CHIEF OF FIELD OPERATIONS FO 
RWANDA (WILLIAM CLARANCE (UK) , FORMERLY WITH THE UNHCR, 
WHO WILL SERVE AT THE D-l LEVEL) HAS TAKEN UP HIS POST I 
KIGALI. THE HCHR IS IN THE PROCESS OF CONCLUDING AN 
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AGREEMENT WITH THE UN VOLUNTEER PROGRAM TO FIND ADDITION 
PERSONNEL TO SERVE IN RWANDA. THERE MAY ALSO BE 
AGREEMENTS WITH GOVERNMENTS WHO COULD PROVIDE QUALIFIED 
OFFICERS . 

6. FOR ITS OPERATIONAL STRUCTURE, THE HCHR ENVISAGES TH 
HUMAN RIGHTS TEAM WILL SIMULTANEOUSLY CARRY OUT 
MONITORING, CONFIDENCE BUILDING ACTIVITIES, AND TECHNIAL 
COOPERATION, AS WELL AS INVESTIGATIONS INTO ALLEGED 
VIOLATIONS, ALL UNDER THE DIRECTION OF THE CHIEF OF THE 
FIELD OPERATION AND THE OVERALL AUTHORITY AND DIRECTION 
THE HCHR. SECURITY WILL BE COORDINATED WITH UN AMIR. TH 
KIGALI FIELD OFFICE WILL HAVE A SEPARATE UNIT RESPONSIBL 
FOR THE CONDUCT OF INVESTIGATIONS, FOLLOWING DIRECTIVES 
FROM THE COMMISSION OF EXPERTS (AND, EVENTUALLY, BY THE 
PROSECUTOR OF AN INTERNATIONAL TRIBUNAL) . THIS UNIT WILL 
BE HEADED BY AN EXPERIENCED PUBLIC PROSECUTOR, SUPPORTED 
BY CRIMINAL INVESTIGATORS, FORENSIC AND BALLISTIC EXPERT 
ETC. IT WILL ANALYZE ALL ALLEGATIONS AND COMPLAINTS 
REGARDING VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND HUMANITARIAN LA 
AND CHANNEL THEM FOR APPROPRIATE ACTION. 

7. OPERATIONALLY, THE HCHR BELIEVES THE INVESTIGATIVE 
ASPECT IS OF PRIORITY GIVEN THE SHORT DEADLINE FOR THE 
FINAL REPORT BY THE COMMISSION OF EXPERTS. THEIR PRIMAR 
OBJECTIVE IS TO PRODUCE SPECIFIC EVIDENCE LIKELY TO BE 
USED FOR PROSECUTION AND FOR IDENTIFYING INDIVIDUALS 
RESPONSIBLE FOR PERPETRATING ACTS CONSIDERED TO BE GRAVE 
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BREACHES OF INTERNATIONAL HUMANITARIAN LAW AS WELL AS 
POSSIBLE ACTS OF GENOCIDE. THESE IN-DEPTH INVESTIGATION 
SHOULD BE CARRIED OUT BY A SPECIALIZED GROUP OF 
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INVESTIGATORS, INCLUDING FORENSIC EXPERTS, UNDER A CHIEF 
OF INVESTIGATION TO BE APPOINTED BY THE HCHR. THE 
COMMISSIONERS WILL DECIDE ON A PRIORITY LIST OF PROJECTS 
OR CASES; THEY HAVE ALREADY IDENTIFIED THREE MASS GRAVE 
EXHUMATIONS REQUIRING NINE FORENSIC EXPERTS. THE HUMAN 
RIGHTS FIELD OFFICERS WILL ACT AS AN INFORMAT ION - GATHERI 
NETWORK ACROSS THE COUNTRY, BUT THE INVESTIGATIONS 
THEMSELVES WILL BE CARRIED OUT BY THE SPECIALISTS. 

8. TO CONDUCT THE MONITORING, FIELD OFFICES WILL BE 
ESTABLISHED PROGRESSIVELY. FROM 9/15 - 10/14, MOBILE 
TEAMS WILL MAKE 10-14 DAY MISSIONS TO EACH OF THE FIVE 
ZONES ESTABLISHED BY UNAMIR. NEXT (10/15 - 11/11) BASES 
WILL BE ESTABLISHED IN EACH OF THE TEN PREFECTURES , WHIL 
CONTINUING MOBILE MISSIONS ON TOUR. FINALLY (11/14 - 
12/12) , BASES WILL 

BE ESTABLISHED IN EACH SUB- PREFECTURE 
WHILE MOBILE TEAMS CONTINUE. 
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9. AS THE OPERATION MOVES TOWARD ADVISORY SERVICES AND 
TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE, AN IMMEDIATE NEEDS ASSESSMENT 
MISSION WILL EVALUATE THE NEEDS AND PRIORITIES OF 
ASSISTANCE. THAT MISSION REPORT WILL HELP FORMULATION O 
COMPREHENSIVE PROGRAM AND WORK - PLAN , TO BE DESIGNED AND 
IMPLEMENTED WITH GOR AND NGOS . MEANWHILE, FIELD OFFICER 
WILL BEGIN IMMEDIATELY SEEKING WAYS TO STRENGTHEN THE 
ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE, INCLUDING HUMAN RIGHTS 
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TRAINING, TO DEVELOP HUMAN RIGHTS EDUCATION, AND TO CARR 
OUT OTHER INSTITUTION-BUILDING PROJECTS . 

10. THE HCHR SET OUT THE FOLLOWING HUMAN RESOURCE UNCLASSIFIED 
REQUIREMENTS. THE TARGET FIGURE OF 147 COMPRISES ALL/AL 
HUMAN RIGHTS STAFF DEALING WITH THE DIFFERENT ASPECTS OF 
THE PRESENT PLAN, INCLUDING SPECIALIZED PERSONNEL FOR 
INVESTIGATIONS AND THOSE INVOLVED IN TECHNICAL 
ASSISTANCE. AGREEMENTS ARE PENDING WITH THE UNVS AND 
PERHAPS WITH INTERESTED GOVERNMENTS FOR THE MONITORS. F 
THE INVESTIGATIONS, THEY NEED 20 POLICE INVESTIGATORS, 1 
PROSECUTORS, 9 FORENSIC EXPERTS, AND ONE EXPERIENCED 
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PROSECUTOR OR MAGISTRATE TO HEAD THE SPECIAL UNIT IN 
KIGALI. GOVERNMENTS ARE INVITED TO CONSIDER PROVIDING 
SUCH SPECIALISTS (FRENCH AND ENGLISH LANGUAGE REQUIRED) 
THE BASIS OF NON- REIMBURSABLE LOANS. 

11. ON THE FINANCIAL SIDE, FUNDS TOTALLING USD 978,200 
HAVE BEEN MADE AVAILABLE FROM THE UN WORKING FUND TO 
SUPPORT THE SIX HUMAN RIGHTS FIELD OFFICERS AND THE 
COMMISSION OF EXPERTS, PENDING APPROVAL OF REGULAR BUDGE 
RESOURCES BY THE UNGA. VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS TOTALLIN 
USD 2,463,881 HAVE BEEN PLEDGED BY 9 GOVERNMENTS 
(INCLUDING USD 750,000 FROM THE US) , BUT ONLY USD' 422,20 
HAVE ACTUALLY BEEN RECEIVED AS OF 15 SEPTEMBER. THE HCH 
ESTIMATES A TOTAL OF USD 10.5 MILLION WOULD BE REQUIRED 
COVER THE ENTIRE 14 7 OFFICERS FOR SIX MONTHS (MEANING AN 
ADDITIONAL USD 8 MILLION-PLUS IS NEEDED) . THIS FIGURE 
INCLUDES 50 4X4 VEHICLES WITH RADIOS, 10 BASE STATIONS A 
14 7 HAND-HELD RADIOS, 14 7 WORD PROCESSORS WITH PRINTERS, 
AND OFFICE EQUIPMENT FOR 20 OFFICES — ALL CONSIDERED 
INDISPENSIBLE FOR THE EFFECTIVE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
OPERATION.

14. AS OF MIDDAY SEPTEMBER 15, 24 PERSONS HAVE BEEN 
IDENTIFIED TO SERVE IN THE MONITORING EFFORT, INCLUDING 
THE HEAD OF THE FIELD OPERATION. THEY COME FROM AROUND 
THE REGIONS AS FOLLOWS: A) AFRICA - 8; B) WESTERN EUROPE 
9, INCLUDING CLARANCE; C) USA - 2; D) ASIA - 1; E) LATIN 
AMERICA - 3; F) EASTERN EUROPE - NONE, SO FAR. (THERE 
HAVE BEEN THREE MORE MONITORS PROPOSED; ONE OF THEM IS 
FROM POLAND, ONE FROM PERU, AND ONE FROM THE USA.) ALL 
THESE HAVE BEEN BROUGHT ON BOARD WITH 3 -MONTH CONTRACTS. 
(THIS ENABLES THE UN TO HIRE MORE MONITORS WITH ABOUT TH 
SAME AMOUNT OF MONEY, AND MAKES IT EASIER TO SORT OUT TH 
DEADWOOD EARLY.) AS ANNOUNCED BY THE HCHR, THE CENTER I 
IN THE PROCESS OF CONCLUDING AN AGREEMENT WITH UNV FOR 
ADDITIONAL PERSONNEL. IT IS EXPECTED THERE WILL BE " LOT 
OF AMERICANS AMONG THOSE SELECTED AS UNV'S. THEY EXPECT

17. THE HCHR PAPER DESCRIBED ABOVE IS THE MOST EXPLICIT 
DESCRIPTION OF HOW THE UN FORESEES THE RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN THE COMMISSION OF EXPERTS AND PERSONNEL ON LOAN 
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FROM GOVERNMENTS. WE ENCOURAGE WASHINGTON ADDRESSEES TO UNCLASSIFIED 
STUDY THE PAPER CAREFULLY , INCLUDING THE REFRENCES TO 
UNAMIR BEING RESPONSIBLE FOR SECURITY OF PERSONS WORKING 
UNDER UN AUSPICES IN RWANDA. WE WILL NOT/NOT BROACH WIT 
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THE COMMISSIONERS OR THE HCHR THE SUBJECT OF THE LETTER 
PARA 14, REF C, UNTIL THE TEAM IS IN GENEVA. (COMMENT: 
THE COMMISSION OF EXPERTS WILL NOT — ACCORDING TO PRESE 
PLANS — ISSUE THEIR PRELIMINARY REPORT UNTIL SEPTEMBER 
30. WE THEREFORE SEE NO CAUSE FOR CONCERN THAT THE USG 
TEAM MIGHT BE TRAPPED IN A SECONDMENT TO THE COMMISSION 
WHEN IT REALLY WANTS TO WORK FOR THE TRIBUNAL'S 
PROSECUTOR, A POSITION WHCH PROBABLY WON'T BE CREATED 
UNTIL AFTER THE ENDOF THE TEAM'S INITIAL MISSION ON 
OCTOBER 6. ENDCOMMENT.) 

18. IN REPONSE TO REF C, PARA 18, W STRONGLY URGE THA 
THE USG TEAM KEEP ITS PLANS FO INVESTIGATIONS AND 
INTERVIEWS FLEXIBLE UNTIL I HAS COORDINATED ITS 
ACTIVITIES WITH THE COMMISSION OF EXPERTS. AS DESCRIBED 
ABOVE, THE UN HUMAN RIGHTS FIELD OPERATION SHOULD NOW BE
